Darwinian Theory 


Jin Error to Suppose It Has Been Finally 
Jlccepted by Scientific Men, 


Zy L. H. Starkey. 
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ÖWAKD DOBSON assumes that *‘the evolutionary doctrine 1» 
no longer debatable except in minor phases.’* 
It Is an odd thing that ihe “evolutionary doctrine 
{or 
which is probably meant the hypothesis of genetic evolution 
by natuiral selection), which may be called tho D arw lnl^ 
theory, is popularly &upposed to be finally accepted by the 
scientific world. 
There could be no graver error. Natural selection is Ät 
best a working hypothesis with a minimum of scientific evi­ 
dence and a maximum of more dr less ingenious but loose and unsclentino 
reasoning, 
John Girard says, speaking of Darwinism: **In spite of its great name, iti 
success has throughout been popular rather than scientific, and as time went 
on It has lost ground among the class most qualified to Judge. Bvolutlonlstii 
there are in plenty, but very few genuine Darwinists, and among these can by 
no means be reckoned all who adopt the title, for not a few of them, like 
Romanes and Welssman, profess doctrines which cannot be reconciled with 
those of Darwin himself.*' ^ 
Professor Huxley, an ardent exponent of Darwinism, could not unreserv­ 
edly accept the theory, and a score or more of scientific men of the flrat rank 
could be named who “reject Darwinism altogether or admit it only with fatal 
reservations." 
That higher forms of organic life have been evolved from lower is not dis­ 
puted, but that all organic life (has been so developed genetically from sub­ 
stantially the same form of germ plasm is very far from an accepted scientifio 
fact. Apart from biological research, which cannot be conclusive, all we have 
to guide us are the fragmentary records of paleontology, which, when critically, 
examined, certainly do not help the afflmative very much. 
It is not possible without encroaching seriously upon your space to show 
the many obstacles to the acceptance ot the theory in question, but generally 
speaking, the fossil records of organic life are fertile with evidences antago­ 
nistic to the hypothesis of genetic evolution, while the evidence required to 
support It is conspicuous at every turning point by its absence,^ and has to be 
supplied by the ingenious imagination of its advocates. As M. Fabre says 
(quoted by Gira/rd): 
‘‘Let us acknowledge that in truth we know nothing 
about anything as far as ultimate truths are concerned. Scientifically consid­ 
ered, nature is a riddle to which human curiosity can find no answer. Hy­ 
pothesis, the ruins of theories are piled one on another; 
but truth ever es­ 
capes us. To learn how to remain in ignorance may well be the final lesson 
of wisdom."

The Brain and Drugs

O sensible person believes that drugs do not affect the brain, 
and yet this doctrine seems to fit In with so many facts 
that some clear demonstration of Its fallacy Is much need­ 
ed. It Is the physician who should be asked what he has 
to say on the subject, because naturally he is the one best 
qualified to know whatever Is known about both drugs and 
brain. 
Moreover, lately he has made 
great 
discoveries 
about the relations of the brain to the mind by observa­ 
tions, which he alone could make, of tho effects of local In­ 
juries to brain matter caused by disease or by accl'dent. 
But how different the facts about-these two subjects are from what j 
most people Imagine he shows by saying that drugs no more affect the brain 
than Insanity docs—that Is, not at all!—except alcohol, which does Injure tho 
brain, though not at all on account of its mental effects, but for the very dif­ 
ferent reason that alcohol has a chemical affinity for the albumen and fats of 
the tissues. By this chemical action It slowly alters and damages brain tis­ 
sue, but this result In no wise differs from similar alterations produced by­ 
alcohol In the tissues of the liver and of the kidneys. Tobacco is a powerful 
poison, and je t no autopsies can show the least differe^nce between the brain 
of a life-long emoker and that of one who never lit a cigar. 
Likewise, tho 
brain of an opium field Is indistinguishable from any other brain, and so on 
for tho rest.—Everybody’s Magazine.

PRIVATE SCHOOLS. 


Rapid Strides Made In ‘Secondary Ed­ 
ucational Institutions. 
Never before in the history of Am­ 
erican education have there been so 
many and so well equipped private 
schools, from the kindergartens to tho 
college preparatoi'y schools. 
Their 
gi’owth in numbers and importance 
has been remarkable, paralleling the 
rapid strides made 
by 
the 
public 
schools. 
The secondary school is a result of 
the times, and it has responded to the 
demand so thoroughly that today the 
leading colleges report that from 50 
to 75 percent of their freshmen are 
graduates of private schools. 
Pi'imarily the private school that 
prepares the boy or girl for college re­ 
sulted from the overcrowding of tho 
public schools in the cities and the 
lack of suitable courses in the coun­ 
try schools. 
Soon it occupies a place 
all its own, from which it has been 
stretching out a helping hand to young 
America ever since. 
Persons of means were the first 
patrons of the private schools. 
The 
crowded public schools and the feel­ 
ing that their sons and daughters 
were not receiving the early educa­ 
tional training which tho position of 
the parents made possible resulted In 
the establishment her^ and there of 
schools where tho courses usually 
taught during the Ja^t two or three 
years' attendance in 
public 
schools 
were taken up and supplemented by 
more advanced studies. It was a short 
step to the college preparatory school 
of today. 
There is, however, no antagonism 
between the public and the private 
school; rather, 
they work hand In 
hand, each doing its share in the 
preparation of boys and girls for the 
serious affairs of life. 
Today nearly every college has its 
preparatory school—conducted separ­ 
ately—but recognized as a “feeder" 
for the college or university career. 
The development of the private school 
idea has resulted In the establishment 
of secondary schools th at send young 
men and young women \ forth fully 
equipped for their share in business 
life. 
To the boy or girl who is to attend 
college the private boarding school 
offers an advantage over the public 
school not only in the more thorough 
preparation as to studies, but in self- 
reliance the boy or girl will acquire— 
which becomes an important asset at 
the larger school. 
The individuality of the student is 
broug'Jit out in tlie private school 
more than is possible in the public 
school; more attention is paid to his 
needs, and the work he is expected to 
do is along more definite lines, will« 
his future in mind.—New York Til- 
une.

Retiring London Police Supei tntendent 
Talks on Traffic Handling, 
Tho city iKDlice force has lost a fa­ 
m iliar and respected flgnro by tho 
tlrem ent yesterday of S upt Fitzger­ 
ald. 
Tho retiring ofilcer had a chery wel­ 
come for a Daily Chronicle reprcseuta- 
tivo who dmpped in at his ofiieo in Old 
Jewry to wish him “good-by and good 
luck." 
It is twenty-eight and a half 
years sinoo ho joined the force aftor 
servico in tho Welsh regim ent and 
(hero was plainly a noto of regret in 
his volco as he said ho hud come to 
his last hour of duty and was chatting 
over things with his successor, Supt 
Nichols, 
But the man who has faced 
tho ixnils that only a police 
ofilcer 
knowns shrank from tho interviewer. 
“Look here," he protested, laughing­ 
ly. “I'm not a hero; Vvo just done iriy 
duly. 
But I've always managed to 
keep good friends with pressmen, so 
what can I toll you?" 
S upt Fitzgerald has of late 
had 
much to do with the control of trafilc 
and of tlio crowds that assemble on 
special occasions, so he was asked to 
talk about th a t 
“Well, as to trafilc," ho said, “Uio 
pi'oblom doesn't get any easier. W heth­ 
er tho ‘tubes' lightened things at all Is 
questionable, and at the same time you 
had tho Introduction of motor buses, 
which have aggravated tho problem. 
From my experience I should say that 
the only real remedy for congested 
traffic: Is street widening, 
enormous 
though the cost AN^iuld be. 
Look at 
Farring<lon street, 
for 
inslanec; do 
you ever seo a ‘block' there? As to tho 
delay where streets meet and cross tho 
city rule Is never to stop one lino of 
trafilc for more than a minute. 
As 
for tho suggestion that 
slow 
trafilc 
should be diverted, leaving the chief 
streets for cabs and buses, wo have 
practically no such alternative routes 
east and w est 
The ideal would be 
for 
eastwrard 
trafilc 
and the other 
for westward. 
Bearing on the m atter 
Is the fact that tho streots are so lib­ 
erally watered as to be dangerous for 
horses and motors. 
This watering Is 
specially excessive at tho sides of the 
Eitreets, so that .we hesitate about tu rn ­ 
ing heavy trafilc there, as tho burden­ 
ed hoi-ses would never get a foothold. 
“As for London drivers, they remain 
as good as over, though we miss the 
old omnibus driver, whoso skill was 
world famous. 
“W ith regard to city crowds, they 
are wonderfully easy to handle if you 
go about it the proper way. 
If you 
ivy to regulate them In a common sense 
m anner they appreciate your afforts 
and help you all they caiu But if you 
were to try harsh measures the work 
would bo very difilcult 
“Yes, Londoners make tho best be­ 
haved and best tempered crowd in the 
world, and they aro getting better and 
better. At one time Lord Mayor's show 
day was followed by a large number of 
pocket picldng charges, and thsro was 
a rough elemenit to deal with, but all 
this has practically disappeared. Our 
golden rule is to watch the side streets 
so that the crowds cannot converge and 
became unwieldly. 
“Tho densest crowd I ever saw in 
the city, was at tho return of the C.

Outwitting“ a Grizzly. ;

My first overland journey to Califor­ 
nia was made iu 1850 withi a strong 
paily, consisting of thirty-two well- 
am ed men—all, except tho guide, un­ 
der twenty-seveu years of age. 
We 
liedod to be strong and active, for 
Boui'ctimes for weeks together wo lit­ 
erally fought our way through swairms 
of Indians greedy for scalps and plun­ 
der. 
Our eight well-stored wagons, little 
fcrniy of draft mules ana twelve saddle- 
liorscs formed a constant tcmptatiou 
to tho red riders of the plain, yet, ow­ 
ing to eternal vigilance and superior 
irms, we reached tho Sierra Nevada 
Biounlains without losing a man or a 
beast, although two or three of us had 
rocei\’X2d rather serious arrow wounds. 
Among our horses was a beautiful 
mare, the property of a young Ken­ 
tuckian. Tom 
Raeburn, 
who pri/.ed 
the creature all the more highly be­ 
cause she had produced on Uio jour­ 
ney a promising foal. 
I This colt, tenderly carried for a few 
days in one of the wagons, was soon 
able to keep by its mother’s side on 
the march. Tom loved it with that of- 
fection which a horseman naturally 
,would give to a littlo creature whose 
idam was thoroughbrod and whose sire 
was a famous Keiutaicky racer. 
Wo had been for some days descend­ 
ing tho Pacific slope oi the 
Sierras, 
.when one evening we made camp near 
a gushing spring. 
In tho near nelgh- 
'^borhood of this spring, between our 
corraled wagons and a range of rocky 
spurs, doited with climips of mesquit 
ibushes and thorny aloes, lay a level, 
green oasis of perhaps ten acres of 
luxiiriarit pasturag'o. 
Having now only the thieving Dig­ 
ger Indians to gua.rd against, we some-

and 
•Jim’s loud “Hello! Hello! Hollo!” the 
jiatter sounding more like a hailing cry 
than a sigiml of alaim. 
In a very short time every man of 
lus, ‘dressed or undressed, had tumbled 
out and grasped his loaded arms, and 
.was rushing toward the pasture. 
Wo had barely reached its edge when 
the whole drove of hoppled animals, 
pushing eacli other in frenzied efforts 
,to get away, came clattering and limp­ 
ing campward as if in deadly terror. 
Seeing nothing of the foal, we nat­ 
urally supposed that it was jammed in 
close to its mother’s side among the 
other horses, and it was not ^unlil 
young Carroll, running from the farth- 
'or side of the grass-plot, 
shouted, 
‘‘Boys, tho colt’s gone!” that we sus- 
jl>ooted that anything was wrong. 
Then Raeburn da.shcd forward and 
iuriously exclaimed, “Jimmy Carroll, 
jif you’ve let I3ie sneaking« Indians steal 
that colt, I’ll kill you, sure!’^ 
“Hold youiTself in for a while, Tom,” 
Jcoolly replied Jim. “I haven’t seen an 
Indian of any kind, but I have seen a 
f 
:vlzz\y bear bigger than a down-east 
hree-year-old steer!” 
Agris5/,ly! It’s all up, then!” cried 
flTom. 
“It happened this way,” said Jim. 
j-^vas coming along mighty quiet in the 
dusk, going off to one side, so as to 
get behind the horses and mules. They 
were lying down in a bunch, all but 
Bay Bess and the colt—they were near­ 
er to the mountain than tho othens. 
OTie colt was lying close beside its 
ZXioth&r, and both of them seemed to 
J)0 asleep, 
^ “Then, all of a sudden, a big brind- 
[ly gray tiling seemed to come right 
j\ip out of the ground by tho colt, and 
killed it wMh a single blow of its paw. 
•You should have seen the poor mam! 
Twice she tried to rear up, so as to 
pta-ike the bear with her foTefee>t, but 
as one of them was hoppled to a hind 
ipot, slie couldn’t. Then she gave such 
a sorrov/ful kind of v/hinny that it al­ 
most mndo me cry, and staggered off 
after the other hoi*ses, 
“Tho bear had settled down beside 
the dead colt As soon as Td got wlah- 
in thirty yards 
I saw that it was a 
grizzly, bigger than any we’ve ever 
^een, and 1 llred every chamber of my 
revolver off at it as fast as I could. 
(Some of the balls hit it^ I’m sure, but 
it never stiiTed till I began to yell. 
*Then it piciced ui> the colt just as easy 
as a dog does a rabbit, and lumbered 
into the mouth of that blat-k-Jook- 
ing gully among the rocks yonder."' 
‘*WeiJ, Jimmy, you’re a tenderfoot 
and no misiaite!” said Dave Jngiwn, 
our guide. “Why^ boy, don’t you know 
that you mii^^ht shoo't a^evolver bullets 
at thiity yards into an old grizzly's 
body all ¿ay without hurting 
him 
Jnuch? 
It*s a mighty Jucky thing he 
didn’t luako a bioakfast of you! I’m 


awful sorry about Iho colt, though. 
Wo ought to have con\ilGd the stock 
last night, as usual.” 
“Look liere, men,” said Tom Rae­ 
burn, “I won’t leave this 
camping 
ground until I seo the skin of that 
bear spread out on it! 
If you don’t 
like to stand by mo, I’ll stay 
hero 
alono till I kill the brute or ho kills 
mo.” 
“Oh, we’ll stand by you,” replied In- 
gi'am. “I don’t believe wo’ll lose much 
time. Tho bear will be so full direct­ 
ly that he won’t go far, and maybe 
wo can como across him right off. Let 
us havo breakfast first, though,” 
Vengefully Impatient as Tom was, ho 
could not object to breakfast, so wo 
roturned to the wagons and 
had a 
heai'ty meal; then tho gtiido selected 
nine of us, including, of course, Rae­ 
burn and Carroll to go with him on 
the hunt. 
As wo wont slowly toward tho ravine 
into which tho grizzly had borne his 
l>rey, Tom said, “Now, boys, all I ask 
is this: Lot mo have tho first crack at 
the bear, if it can be done without risk­ 
ing your own lives.” 
All cheerfully agreed to this, and wo 
then stole along in perfect silonco to 
the mouth of the defile, which was 
nearly blocked up by masses of fallen 
rock and shut in on each side by ver­ 
tical walls. 
Wo saw that tho great bear

do, even if he’s witJiin five yards and 
has his eye on you at tho time.

real old grizzly’s as cunning as Satan 
and quicker Uiaii lightning.” 
Tlie path which wo now entered up­ 
on looked as if it had been trodden 
by wild beasts for ages, and was so 
narrow, so tortuous and so hedged in 
by thorny scrub and broken rock that 
two men could hardly havo walked on 
it abreast.

Ancient Trade Organizations Whose Workings Have Made 
0 
Uncle Sam Unpopular in Asia. 


American influence in China 
was 
speakin^g well within tho bounds ol 
moderation. 


There Is much humbug and make bo- 
liove (“mako see,” they • call it) in 
China. Tho army, the national wealth 
and oven the supposedly world men­ 
acing iKDpulation of the Celestial Em­ 
pire havo one and all been taken down 
a peg or two of recent years. 
Prob­ 
ably only one great potential for good 
or evil of the commercial bodies, of 
whose anti-foreign activity wo have 
beard so much of lato. 
From Manila has come tho pithy 
Btaitement that “all foreign devils look 
alike to Chinks,” but, unfortunately, 
our consular ofilcers scattered through­ 
out China all agi’co that tho boycott 
of which all foreigners complain is es­ 
pecially directed against Iho prestige 
of Undo Sam and the very profitable 
commerce of his sons. Big as China 
Is, it is apparently not big enough to 
contaiin this boycott, which three or 
four hundred million persons are called 
upon by their usual leaders to enforce. 
Whorovor “the Chinese drive” thero 
they havo a way of monoi)olozing com­ 
merce, and they certainly are the con­ 
trolling factor in tho trade of East 
Asia, from the mouth of the Amoor 
down to Java I-Iead and Sumatra, and 
it is equally certain they are worlclng 
against tho expansion of our trade. 
A great many very 
conscientious 
men, who carry their Now England 
consciences into our Far Eastern pos­ 
sessions, say that wo are only getting 
what wo deserve out in China. They 
assert that our treatment of the Chi­ 
nese coolie has been outrageous, and 
that tlie exclusion acts are a stain up­ 
on the otherwise stainless honor of 
our national escutcheon. 
This may 
well be, but I do not think that it 
strikes the Chinese in this light, and 
probably our treatment of the Chinese 
coolies has little or nothing to do 
with the boycott under which our trade 
and our feelings are suffering. Wheth­ 
er it be right or wrong ethically, the 
Chinese government recognizes 
tho 
absolute necessity of protecting the 
home labor market in the 
various 
provinces whicli compose tho empire. 
There is no such thing as free emigra­ 
tion from one province to another, ac­ 
cording to the demands of the labor 
Bituation, 
For instaiuce, the people of the cen­ 
tral i>rovlnces will only allow tho im­ 
portation, say of a few Shantaung men 
from the north or Cantonese from tho 
south. The moment the Influx of for­ 
eigners threatens to reduce w ag^ the 
same troubles arise 
which 
twenty 
years ago distracted our Pacific states 
and brought about the enactment of 
the exclusion I'aiw. Our trade and our 
prestige are doubtleys made the ob­ 
ject of the ilrst attack because Mr. Wu 
Ting-fang, until recently Chinese min­ 
ister in Washington and now an open 
advocate of the anti-American boycott, 
knows full well that the national con­ 
science of America is not at all satis­ 
fied with what has been our policy to­ 
ward China and would gladly bring 
about a change. 
It is also undeniable that our popu­ 
larity has waned in China 
of recent 
years. 
Ouii- policy during the Boxer 
outbreak was most correct, but in de­ 
tails its execution was faulty and the 
Chinese were disappointed. 
Our gov­ 
ernment and most of our 
ofllclals 
spared no effort to stop looting, but 
unfortunately the Temple of Ances- 
(ors, in Pekin, was looted and the 
blame for it, rightly or wrongly, has 
been placed upon our shoulders. Then 
again, when the disorder was over, we 
sent in a pretty thrifty bill for dam­ 
ages. 
I shall never fotget the crest­ 
fallen countenance of Li Hung Chang 
v/hen he received Uncle Sam’s bill, * 
“You talk very good,’' he said, “but 
you send in mighty big bill.” 
Of course, we mean to pay back this 
money after all the real proved dam­ 
ages have been paid, but the Chinese 
do not know that. 
They only know 
that wo exacted a surprisingly large 
sum of money when 
they 
needed 
money most and it was hardest to get. 
Of course, our bill was not as big as 
that of some of the on her Powers, 
whom we ai'o accustomed to charac­ 
terize as predatory, but it 
was 
a 
mighty big bill, in view of tho fact, 
as the veneable viceroy put it, “we had 
talked so good.” 
Undoubtedly the negoitiations whicli 
lia.ve recently been conludcd between 
the Chinese government and Uie Am­ 
erican capitalists who own tho con­ 
cession to build a railroad from Han- 
Jvow to Canton have left a very bad 
impression upon tiie Chinese mind. The 
concession was secured because those 
who sought it were Americans, and 
consequemily without political afiillla- 
tions In tho great intrigue that was 
then going on for the upper hand in 
China. 
But these good Simon Pure 
Americans immediately sold 
out a 
large Interest in their concession to 
Belgium capitalists, 
behind 
whom, 
rightly or wrongly, tne Pekin govern­ 
ment thought to see the hand 
of 
Russia. 
Rightly or wrongly, the viceroys who 
had backed their project thought the 
American concessioners had deceived 
them, and then began that passive op­ 
position to tho execution of the pro­ 
ject which has resulted in the Chinese 
taking over the propeny at which they 
considered an exorbitant, not 1o say, 
extortionat^e, price. Eight million dol­ 
lars for less than twenty-eight miles of 
railway in a country where manual 
labor is as cheap as it is in China, is 
a i>retty stiff price. The Chinese, lit­ 
tle experienced 
in 
the 
expense of 
pix>ivoiioii 
flotation and the fees 
of inteirn«ational lawyers, call it a swin­ 
dle. Certainly Minister Conger in pro­ 
nouncing* the whole transaction a ser­ 
ious birw to American presti^re and 


In the reports of tho existing boy­ 
cott and tho anti-American riots which 
it has provoked the directing and con­ 
trolling influence of the agiUxtion is 
generally recognized as that of the 
commoi«cial clubs or guilds. 
Of theso 
there are three kinds, all as old as tho 
hills, far antedating the famous guilds 
of London. Some are simply trade or- 
gandzatlons of merchants—for instance 
those engaged iu silk or the rico trade 
are organized for mutual help and pro­ 
tection. 
Others aro simply labor un­ 
ions, such as wo know them. All men 
who handle rice havo one organization, 
all who work in silk have another. The 
more interesting* and novel forms of 
the Chinese guild is ono in which tho 
employers and tho employed meet up­ 
on a common ground and in the same 
club house. 
Here the employers sit 
on one side and the workers upon tho 
other. All troubles arising have to be 
regulated by arbitration, 
and 
em­ 
ployers and employes combine to take 
such action as may bo beneflclal to the 
trade in which they are both vitally 
concerned. 
What self-contained and influential 
bodies these associations are may be 
seen faxjm the fact that one of tho reg­ 
ulations provides that no appeal from 
the decisions of the guild can be made 
to the courts. A member who offends 
in this particular, whether he be em­ 
ployer or laboring man, is immediate­ 
ly expelled. 
If the unfortunate be a 
merchant, he is ruined by the boycott 
which his late comrades enforce, if he 
be a working man he is refused em­ 
ployment by all and ostracized in every 
way, and there are frequent instances 
where such an unfortunate has been 
sCiarved to death. 
Every Cliinese guild has Its patron 
saint, or rather sage—generally some 
very successful business man of a past 
generation, 
In China George Wash­ 
ington would be the patron of the to­ 
bacco growers and Marshall Field of 
those who make their money In depart­ 
ment stores. The patron’s “soul name,” 
and sometimes his statue, stands in 
the pagoda most affected by the mem­ 
bers of this particular guild, for the 
purpose of pilgrimages and picnics. 
Until the last tliree or four generations 
the activity of the guilds in China, it 
is said, was llmiited to purposes of mu­ 
tual aid and 
protection. 
Latterly, 
however, their activity has become of­ 
fensive as well as defensive. As a gen­ 
eral thing, when a member of a guild 
considers himself wronged in a com­ 
mercial or any other transaction he 
lays the facts before Ills fellow mem­ 
bers. 
If* they find that his grievance 
is well founded, as a ruLt> the guild 
prosecutes the case and defrays all ex­ 
penses. 
Many of the handsomest buildings in 
all China are occupied by the guilds, 
eiitiher as clubs for social puiT>oses or 
as exchanges. 
Many of them 
have 
magnificent halls for theatrical per­ 
formances and suites of rooms for dis­ 
tinguished scholars and traveling of­ 
ficials, 
The rice guilds and the silk 
guilds often spend more money than 
have our lifet insuranco companies in 
making legislators have a good time 
and 
feel 
friendly. 
Judge 
Fields' 
“House of Mirth” ini Albany looks like 
less than thirty cents in comparison, 
with the 
wonderful 
Blue 
Pavilion 
where the Cantonese merchants bind 
infiuential people with the chains of 
hospitality. 
Undoubtedly through the guilds pub­ 
lic opinion in China finds its most po­ 
tent expression. Influential guilds of­ 
ten bring about the removal of a vice­ 
roy. They are eminently associations 
to be conciliated, because they repre­ 
sent that class of society in China 
which is most effectively organized. 
If a governor or viceroy can get along 
with the guild his administration is 
apt tx) be a peaceful and a profitable 
one. 
If he does nothing' to restrain 
titade and much to further it, legally 
or illegally, the guilds will dine and 
wine him and sing his praises through 
the resident lobbyists, which all the 
impoitant guilds maintain in Pekin, 
and when the end of his administra­ 
tion is reached, for in China they have 
rotation in oifico and the same uncer­ 
tainty in the matter of promotion as 
wo do, the guild may ask of the de­ 
parting viceroy as a last favor the 
present of a pair of his boots, which 
are hung up by the city's gates or in 
the pagoda of the guild to keep frag­ 
rant the memory of an ofllcial who 
fostered li-iide and undei’stood the re­ 
quirement of business. 
Often the guilds speak a 
mighty 
word for righteousness, and not sel­ 
dom, alas, for graft. For Instance, if 
but half they say of the Collin Guild 
in Canton be true that must bo In the 
words of tho late Jesse James, “a 
most desi>isable” body of men, 
Some 
years ago, when the black death was 
raging in the gi*eat city of Soutliern 
China, the viceroy, acting at the sug­ 
gestion of several foreign physicians, 
ordered that all the rat and cat restau­ 
rants, much ajfected by the 
Jcwer 
classes, be closed, the rat particularly 
being regarded as a very common car­ 
rier of the plague germs. Thero was of 
course some discontent among tho»e 
who ttpp.eciate the tidbits of rat and 
the ten-i.rloin of cat, and the OoL.n 
Trust got up street parades and torch­ 
light processions in boats *along the 
water front, and then they told the 
viceroy he would get himself disliked 
if he didn't let the rat and cat res­ 
taurants open up. 
Certain it is he 
withdrew from the position he had at 
first taken up. The restaurants were 
opened, the plague Increased; eighty 


thousand men and women died tM t 
summer In Canton, and all paid irlbut« 
to tho Coflln Trust, whicli of courM 
accorded a certiflcato of merit to the 
Viceroy when his term was up. Hera 
indeed was a man who had not r*- 
strainod trade. 
Somo of tho guilds represent in tlie 
aggregate almost untold wealth and 
some not the least Influential, however, 
aro very ixior. Even the beggars have 
a guild. 
The wholesale merchanls ol 
Central and Southern China are espec­ 
ially conspicuous for their woalth and 
for tho ability and the honesty with 
which they manage largo enterprlsea. 
Tho retail merchant may keep falsa 
weights; he often admits ho has to, 
the competition is so great, but as a 
rule in China the wholesale morcliant'g 
word is as good as his bond. Indeed, 
I once heard a retiring g'ovomor of the 
Hong Kong Bank say that in 
his 
twenty-flvo years banking experience 
ho had found.the word of tho China­ 
man as good as the bond of thr* for­ 
eigner, in faab, it was, he salí, thm 
best collateral ho knew of. 
In 
the 
old'days of Uie China trade, when the 
American firms of the Russels, the 
Heards, tlie Lows and tho Griswold» 
were powers in tho Eastern trade, the 
absolute intogrlty of the Chlheso Hong 
Kong merchant was proverbial. 
In 
those days before international bank­ 
ing had been developed to its present 
state of perfection, millions wero of­ 
ten Intrusted for months at a time to 
the Chinese representatives of these 
firms, and there Is no record of a not­ 
able breach of trust. 
How ofiectlve the boycotit a ^ ln st ue 
is proving the I'eports from our con­ 
suls show only too plainly. The Chi­ 
nese practised the boycott centurie» 
before the Irish question arose and the 
modern mame of tho practico 
waa 
evolved from the proceedings of the 
Land League. 
Tho ixiorest guild in 
China is that of tho beggars, but by 
the power of cfTectlvo 
organization 
they can, and often do, ruin the rich­ 
est merchants. 
Every great city is 
divided into wards and api>ortloned to 
delegates of this guild. 
Each house­ 
holder or storekeei>er is told wliat he 
must give in the name of sweet char­ 
ity. The delegate Is always polite and 
restrained in laniguago, but if an un- 
derstiainding Is not reached, should tlie 
luckless merchant protes-t that he is 
taxed too high, his shop is suddenly 
invaded by hundreds of cripples, his 
goods ruined by contact with their noi­ 
some rags, his stock in trade is lost, 
his customOiTs leave him, he is ruined, 
unless he capitulates In time and the 
beggars’ g»uild graciously consents to 
condonío his error of judgment. 
The guilds of China, large and small, 
count for many millions of i>eople and 
many millions of profits. It might bo 
worth Uncle Sam’s while to find out 
really what is the matter and to talk 
business before it is too late.—Steph­ 
en Bonsai in New York Herald. 


Highest IVIountains of Texas. 
That tho honor would rest with tho 
Guadalupe Mountains, a timber-capped 
range in the northern part of El Paso 
county not far from the New Mexican 
boundary line, has long seemed prob­ 
able. 
In describing these mountains 
Professor R. T. Hill in his monumen­ 
tal treatise on tho Texas region pro­ 
nounced them the highest in the state. 
Notwithstanding an error of nearly a 
thousand feet in his published eleva­ 
tion—an error resulting from tho un­ 
certain aneroid—his 
statement was 
correct. 
During the summer of 1904, 
while Van Horn county was being 
mapped by tho topographers of tho 
United States Geological Survey, care­ 
ful observations were made to deter­ 
mine tho elevations of tho Guadalupo 
Range. The work was constructed by 
Arthur Stiles, who has recently work­ 
ed out his field notes and has conclu­ 
sively determined tho highest point 
in his native stato. 
Tho elevation is 
5,090 feet above tho sea, and tlio peak 
—the highest in the Guadalupe Range 
—Is significantly called by tho Mexi­ 
cans El Capltan,—Gainesville Hes­ 
perian.

Shred finely 2 ounces of beeswax 
and 1-2 ounce of white wax. Into 1-1 
pint of tu" "'Mne-; 
set in 
a warm 
place until di.oolved, then pour over 
the mixture, the following, boiled to­ 
gether until melted: 1-2 pint of water, 
an ounce of castile soap and a piece 
of rosin the size of a small nutmeg; 
mix thoroughly and keep in a wide­ 
necked stone bottio 
for use. 
This 
cleans well, leaves a good polish and 
may be made 
at a quarter of 
the 
price for which 
it is 
sold.—Boston 
Post. 


Repairing Gloves. 
A mistake that 
is often made is 
mending gloves with siik. 
At any notion counter you can get 
for 15 cents a plait of cotton threads 
of various colors, especially intended 
for this purpose. 
With it should be 
kept a small piece of wax, a thimble, 
a glove meded and a paper of 
reg­ 
ular glove needles, 
which have the 
points slightly flattened. 
Slip these in the top bureau draw­ 
er, where you will not have to hunt 
for them, and if you are putting on a 
giove to go out and see that a thread 
is broken, showing only the tiniest 
hole, stop right there and mend it. It 
won’t take but a few seconds, and if 
you let it go the rip is bound to be­ 
come longer and the edges of the kid 
will roll and then the glove* vnW al­ 
ways show that it has been repaired, 
no matter how carefully it is done.— 
New York Press. 


Care of Veils and Lace. 
Veils of the mesh variety can be 
kept looking fresh and new if they 
aré dipped in vinegar and then rolled 
over a stick well padded with a piece 
of flannel. 
Lace collars and cuffs can be reno­ 
vated at home if carefully washed in 
warm water and fine- soap, rinsed and 
then pinned to a padded board or to 
a pillow. 
See 
that each point 
is 
pulled out and a pin placed in it, oth­ 
erwise the shape will be lost. 
Ribbon, net yokes and waists, silk 
blouses and underskirts can all be 
satisfactorily cleaned at home if they 
are washed 
in gasoline and 
then 
hung in the air to dry. 
When cleaning 
garments in this 
way one must be careful not to use 
the gasoline in the house or where 
the fumes will come in contact with 
a lighted gas jet or fire, as they ig­ 
nite quickly and will explode. When 
materials are cleaned in this way it 
is not necessary to iron them.—New 
York Press. 


Recipes. 
Chili Sauce.—Twelve ripe tomatoes, 
6 onions, 4 green squash peppers, all 
chopped fine; 1 tablespoonful salt, 1 
tablespoonful cloves, I tablespoonful 
mustard, 1 pint vinegar, 1 cupful sug­ 
ar; cook 3 hours slowly. 
Salted Almonds.—One-half pound of 
almonds, one tablespoon of butter or 
olive oil, salt; shell, blanch and dry 
the almonds; heat the butter or oil 
in chafing dish or double boiler; then 
add 
almonds; cook 
to a 
delicate 
brown; shake pan constantly and stir 
ofteoi to keep from burning; 
drain 
almonds and dry on soft paper, and 
then sprinkle with fine salt. 
Pruno Custard Pudding,—Stew 1-2 
pound prunes in water to cover until 
the stones will slip out easily. Let 
the syrup boil away. 
Soak 1 pint 
of dried cake in 1 quart of milk. Add 
2 beaten eggs, a little salt and spice 
and tho stewc'd prunes, 
Bake slow^ 
ly about 1 hour, or until a knife will 
come out clean. 
Stir 2 or 3 timed 
at first to prevent the fruit from set­ 
tling. Serve with creamed butter and 
sugar. 
Creamed Chicken.—Have 11-2 cups 
of cooked chicken cut in small cubes 
(half inch). 
Melt two tablespoonfuls 
of butter; in it cook two tablespoon­ 
fuls of flour and one fourth a tea-^ 
spoonful each 
of salt and pepper; 
add one cup of milk or thin cream 
and stir untii boiling; add the beaten 
yolks of ono or two eggs, and stir, 
without boiling, until the egg is set; 
add the chicken and let stand over 
hot water until very hot. 
Meat Fi’itters.—Slices of cold meat, 
6 ounces flour, 1 table-spoon of salad 
oil, salt, 
2 eggs, 
dripping. 
Put (5 
ounces of flour and 1-2 saltspoon of 
salt into a basin, add the oil and mix 
the flour to a smooth paste, stir gc*nt- 
ly in 1-2 pint of tepid water. WJjip the 
v/hiies of the eggs to a stiff froth, 
lightly mix it wiih the batter, stand 
it aside for J hour to rise, put some 
dripping in a 
saucepan and let 
it 
boil. Dip the slices of meat in the 
batter and fry a golden brown in 
boiUng dripiing.
